S.R.O, 31-E,—Whereas draft of the St. Thomas Mount-cum-Pallavaram Canton¬ 
ment (Division Into Wards) Amendment Rules 1976 was published with the notifi¬ 
cation of the Government of India In the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 20-E, 
dated the 20th March, 1976, in the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part-II, Section- 
4, dated the 22nd March, 1976, as required by Section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 
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1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objections and suggestions from all the persons likely 
to be affected thereby till the 2lst May, 1976. 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was available to the public on the 31st 
March, 1976. 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received from any person 
before the date so specified; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of 
Section 31 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the St. Thomas Mount-cum-Pallavaram Cantonment (Divi¬ 
sion into Wards) Rules, 1970 namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the St. Thomas Mount-cum-Pallavaram Can¬ 
tonment (Division into Wards) Amendment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. For the Schedule annexed to the St. Thomas Mount-cum-Pallavaram Can¬ 
tonment (Division Into Wards) Rules, 1970, the following Schedule shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely;— 


“THE SCHEDULE 


WARD NO. I. 

North.—The boundary of this ward starts from Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No. 3 and running eastwards, it meets Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 4. 

East.—The boundary runs southwards from Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 4 
to Pillars No. 5 and 6. Then It turns eastwards upto Pillar No. 7. From Pillar 
No. 7 the boundary proceeds in south east direction along the Cantonment Boun¬ 
dary and meets the western end road leading to Ekkatuthangal at a distance of 
20 meters from Pillar No. 7, It then proceeds in southern direction along the 
western boundary of the road to Ekkatuthangal meeting the north east cornor of 
Viswanathapuram. Then It proceeds westwards along the northern boundary of 
Viswanathapuram and Rajapalayam and meets the northwest corner of Viswana¬ 
thapuram Area. Then it proceeds along the eastern side of Nazarethpuram Road 
upto its junction with Karya Koil Street. 

South.—From the junction of Karyar Koil Street, with Nazarethpuram Road, 
the boundary proceeds straight westwards along the northern boundary of Karyar 
Koil Street and meets the Mount Poonamallee Road at Its turning point from Butt 
Road. Then it proceeds southwards along the western boundary of Butt Road upto 
its junction with Magazine Road. It then proceeds westwards along the northern 
boundary of Magazine Road crossing Seven Wells Street No. 2 and l and proceeds 
further westwards along the southern compound of M/s. Bush Boake Allen and 
Company Limited and further along with the Northern Boundary of Kutcha Road 
meeting Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 72. 

West.—-From Pillar No. 72 the boundary runs towards northeast and north 
along Cantonment Boundary meeting Pillars 73. 74, 76, 1. 2 and 3. 

WARD NO. II. 

North,—The Boundary of this ward starts from Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No. 72 and proceeds eastwards along the northern boundary of the Kutcha Road 
and meets the junction of Seven Wells Street No. 2 and Magazine Road, Then it 
proceeds further east wards along the northern boundary of Magazine Road upto 
the junction of Butt Road and Magazine Road, It then turns northwards and runs 
along the western boundary of Butt Road and meets the junction of Butt Road and 
Karayar Koil Street. Then after crossing the Butt R-ogd it proceeds eastwards 
along the northern boundary of Karayar Koil Street and meets at the point at the 
northern end of the junction of Karayar Koil Street and Silver Street at the back 
side of House No. 6/78. 

East,—From the junction of Karayar Koil Street and Silver Street at the nor¬ 
thern and at the hack side of House No. 0/78 the boundary crossing the Karayar 
Koil Street runs from the back side of House No. 6/78, and along the back side 
of other houses upto the back side of House No. 6/121 on the southern end of Silver 
Street joining Polwells Road at its northern end. 
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South.— From the point the boundary meets at Polwells Road it turns westwards 
and proceeds along the southern boundary of Polwells Road upto its junction with 
Butt Road. Then after crossing Butt Road it turns southwards and proceeds along 
the western boundary of Butt Road meeting the junction of Mettu Street and St. 
Patrick Church Road, Further the boundary runs in straight direction south¬ 
wards joining the starting point of foot-steps leading to Portuguese Mount. Then 
along the foot-steps in south and south west direction, the boundary meets south 
east corner of Nuns Convent on Portuguese Mount. Then it proceeds along the 
Asphalt Road on the Portuguese Mount in a southern and western direction and 
meets the Magazine Road at its western boundary. It then proceeds along the 
western boundary of Magazine Road in northerly direction upto MES Road lead¬ 
ing to Magazine. Then it proceeds further In a westerly direction along the 
southern boundary of MBS Road and Kutcha Road meeting the Cantonment 
Boundary between Pillars No. 71 and 72 at a distance of 30 metres from Pillar 
No. 71. 

West.—From the junction of Kutcha Road and Cantonment Boundary between 
Pillar No. 71 and 72 at a distance of 30 metres from Pillar No. 71 It proceeds in 
a north east direction along the Cantonment Boundary and meets Pillar No. 72. 

WARD NO. Ill 

North.—The boundary of this ward starts from the junction of Nazarethpuram 
Road near Harijan Quarters and proceeds in a southeast direction and meets the 
north east comer of Vlswanathapuram Area. Then it proceeds eastwards along 
the northern boundary of Vlswanathapuram and meets the northeast corner of 
Viswanathapuram, Then it turns southwards and proceeds along the eastern 
boundary of Viswanathapuram area and meets the Northern boundary of District 
Police Office Compound. It then turns westwards and proceeds along the notheni 
boundary of District Police Office Compound and Parade Ground upto its north¬ 
west comer. 

East.—From the northwest comer of District Police Office and Parade Ground 
the boundary runs southwards along the eastern boundary of District Police Office 
Road meeting Polwells Road at the northwest boundary of Bungalow No. 48. 
Further it runs southwards along the western boundary of Bungalow No. 48 upto 
Mount Poonamallee Road meeting the Northwest boundary of Bungalow No. 36-A 
to C. Then the boundary runs along the western boundary of Bungalow No, 36A 
to C meeting southern boundary of Mohite Road, 

South.*— From the southern boundary of Mohite Road it turns westwards and 
proceeds upto the northwest corner of Headquarters Andhra. TamUnadu, Karnataka 
and Kerala Area (ATNK & K Area). Then along the western boundary of ATNK. 
and K Area crossing the Barracks Road, it joins the northern boundary of Signal 
ATNK and K Area. Then along the western boundary and Signal ATNK and K 
Area it turns in a southwest direction of Barracks Road joining the east side of 
Mathias Nagar and runs by the side of Northern compound wall of House No. 17/1 
Mathias Nagar in northwest direction and meets the southeast comer of Nuns 
Convent. 

Wod—From the southeast corner of Nuns Convent the boundary runs along 
the compound of Nuns Convent in North and West direction and then along the 
foot-steps leading to Portuguese Mount upto their starting point. From the start¬ 
ing point of foot-steps the boundary runs and joins the junction of Mettu street 
on the west side of Butt Road. Further along the west side of Butt Road the 
boundary runs and joins the junction of Butt Road and Polwells Road at its 
northwest comer Then crossing the Butt Road and boundary turns, eastwards 
along the southern boundary of Polwells Road upto the back-yard of House No. 6/ 
12l and running across the back yard portion of other houses facing west side 
of Silver Street the boundary runs and joins the back yard of House No. 6/78 on 
Karavar Koll Street, It then turns eastwards and proceeds on the northern 
boundary of the Karayar Koil Street meeting the Nazarethpuram Road on its west 
side. Then along the western side of the Nazarethpuram Road it proceeds In 
North direction joining the junction of Nazarethpuram Road near Harijan Quar¬ 
ters. 


WARD NO. IV. 

North.—The boundary of this ward starts from the junction of Road leading to 
Ekkattuthangal with the Cantonment Boundary at a distance of 20 metres from 
Pillar No. 7 and runs South east towards Pillar No, 8 and onwards to Pillar No, 9. 

East—From Pillar No. 9 the boundary runs towards west along the Canton¬ 
ment Boundary meeting Pillar Nos. 10, 10-1, 10-a to 10-x, 10-z, 10 -ah to 10-ag. 
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South, From the Pillar No. 10-ag the boundary runs in the southwest direc¬ 
tion along the Cantonment Boundary and meets the eastern end of Civil Aviation 
Quarters at a distance of 300 metres from Pillar No. 10-ag. Then the boundary 
runs along the eastern boundary of Civil Aviation Quarters in the northern direc¬ 
tion and reaches the northeast corner of the Observatory, Then it proceeds 
westwards along the northern boundary of Observatory and meets the Western 
boundary of the Grand South Trunk Road after crossing the road. It further runs 
along the western boundary of the Grand South Trunk Road upto the northeast 
corner of Vinayagar Temple and further in the northen direction upto the Junc¬ 
tion of MES Road and Rudhra Road. Then turning in northwest direction along 
the southern boundary of MES Road it meets the Kutcha Road leading to Adyar 
River. It then proceeds in the northwest direction along th e southern bourfdary 
of Kutcha Road leading to Adyar River and meets the Cantonment Boundary 
between P’illar No. 69 and 70 at a distance of 60 metres from Pillar No. 69. 

W«st.—From the Junction of Kutcha Road and the Cantonment Boundary 
between Pillar Nos. 69 and 70 at a distance of 60 metres from Pillar No. 09 the 
Boundary proceeds in a northwest direction a’ong the Cantonment Boundary and 
meets Pillar Nos. 70 and 71. From Pillar No. 71 the boundary proceeds along 
with the Cantonment boundary in a northwest direction and meets the southern 
end of Kutcha Road from Magazine leading to Adyar River, at a distance of 30 
metres from Pillar No. 71. Then It proceeds along with the southern boundary 
of Kutcha Road from Adyar River to Magazine Road in a westerly and northeas¬ 
terly direction and meets the MES Road at the Magazine. Then it proceeds along 
the southern boundary of MES Road In a south easterly direction and meets the 
Magazine Road. Then It proceeds along the western boundary of Magazine Road 
in a southern direction and meets the Junction of Asphalt Road with Magazine 
Road. Then after crossing the Magazine Road, it proceeds in eastern and northern 
direction along the southern boundary of Asphalt Road on Portuguese Mount and 
meets the southeast comer of Nuns Convent. Then it proceeds in southerly 
direction by the side of northern compound wall of House No. 17/1, Mathias Nagar 
and meets the southeast comer of Barracks Street. Then along the southern 
boundary of Barracks Street it turns northwards and crossing Barracks Street 
proceeds along the western boundary of Headquarters Andhra. Tamilnadu, Kar¬ 
nataka and Kerala Area upto the northwest comer of Headquarters. ATNK and 
K Area. Then It turns eastwards and proceeds along the southern boundary of 
Mohite Road upto its Junction with cross road between Bungalow Nos. 36 and 36 
A B and C. Then after crossing Mohite Road the boundary proceeds northwards 
along the western boundary of Bungalow No. 36 A B and C and then after crossing 
the Mount Poonamallee Road proceeds further north upto the northwest corner of 
Bungalow No. 48 meeting the Polwells Road. Then It crosses Pol wells. Ro*d and 
runs northwards along the western boundary of District Police Office upto Its 
North West boundary Then it turns in easterly direction and runs along 
the northern boundary of District Police Office and meets the southeast comer of 
Vlswanathapuram. Then It proceeds northwards along the eastern boundary of 
Vlswanathapuram, Rajapala.vam and Nazarethpuram areas and meets the north 
east comer of Nazarethpuram. Then it proceeds northwards along the western 
boundary of the Road leading to Ekattuthangal and meets the Cantonment boun¬ 
dary between Pillar Nos. 7 and 8 at a distance of 20 metres from Pillar No. 7. 

WARD NO. V. 

North.— -The boundary of this ward starts from the Kutcha Road from Adyar 
River at a distance of 80 metres from Pillar No. 69 and proceeds in the eaaterly 
direction along the southern boundary of Kutcha Road and MES Road and meets 
the junction of Rudra Road with MES Road. 

East.—The boundary turns south and Joins the eastern boundary of Vinayagar 
Temple. Then it proceeds further along the western boundary of GST Road in 
a southwesterly direction upto a point 402 metres ©way from the southeast corner 
of Vinayagar Temple. From this point the boundary after crossing the GST Road 
runs in an easterly direction along the northern boundary of Meteorological 
Observatory and meets the northeast corner of Meteorological Observatory. Then 
it proceeds in a southerly direction along the eastern boundary of the Meteoro¬ 
logical Observatory and Civil Aviation Quarters and meets the Cantonment 
Boundary at a point 300 metres away from Pillar No. 10-ag. From this point 
it proceeds along the Cantonment. Boundary in a southwesterly direction and meets 
Pillar No 11 From Pillar No. 11 the boundary runs along the Cantonment 
Boundary'meeting Pillars 12, 13. 14, 15, 16, 17. 18. 19, 20 and 21. 

South.—Prom Pillar No. 21 the boundary runs towards west along the Canton¬ 
ment Boundary meeting Pillars 22, 23 to 48. 
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West.—From Pillar No, 48 the boundary runs In a northwesterly direction 
crossing, the GST Road and Old Trunk Road and meets the junction of Chidam- 
barana than Street end GST Road. Then it proceeds in a northwesterly direction 
along the northern boundary of Chidambaranathan Street and meets the western 
boundary of Cattle Shandy Road. Then it turns northwards and proceeds along 
the western boundary of Cattle Shandy Road to Cantonment Civil Area Boundary 
Pillar No. 11-g. From Cantonment Civil Area Boundary Pillar No. 11-g the 
boundary runs in a northeastern direction along west side of GST Road and meets 
at its junction with Station Road. Then along the western boundary of Station 
Road, the boundary proceeds and meets at its junction with Second Veteran 
Lines on the North West end of Station Road. Then turning south, the boundary 
runs and joins the channel on its eastern side. Further along the eastern side 
of the channel the boundary runs in a westerly and easterly direction along the 
channel running in northwest direction and after crossing the channel it meets 
Pillar No. 58. From Pillar No. 58 the boundary runs along northeast direction 
along Cantonment Boundary upto Pillar No. 59. From Pillar No. 59 the bound¬ 
ary runs southeast along the Cantonment boundary upto Pillar No. 81. Then 
from Pillar No, 61 it proceeds along the Cantonment Boundary in a northeast 
direction to Pillar No. 64. From the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 64 the 
boundary runs In a northwest direction and meets Pillar Nos. 65 and 66 . Then 
it proceeds in a northeasterly direction alone the Cantonment Boundary and 
meets Pillar No, 67. Then it proceeds in a northwesterly direction along the 
Cantonment Boundary and meets Pillar No. 68 . Then it proceeds northeasterly 
direction along the Cantonment Boundary and meets Pillar No. 69 and further 
to Kutcha Road from Adyar River connecting MES Road, at a distance of 60 
metres from Pillar No. 69. 


WARD NO. VI. 

North.—The boundary of this ward starts from the junction of Bazar Road 
with Gandhi Road and runs along the western boundary of Bazaar Road and 
Cattle Shandy Road and meets the junction of Chidambaranathan Street with 
Cattle Shandy Road. 

East,—From the junction of Cattle Shandy Road from Chidambaranathan 
Street the boundary runs in a southeasterly direction upto the junction of 
Grand South Trunk Road and after cutting across the GST Road the boundary 
runs upto the Cantonment boundary Pillar No, 48. 

South.—From Pillar No. 48 the boundary runs In the southwesterly direction 
Joining Pillar Nos. 49 and 50. 

West.—From the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No, 50 the boundary runs in a 
northwesterly direction along the Cantonment Boundary upto the junction of 
Bazaar Road and Gandhi Road. 


WARD NO. VII. 

North.—The boundary of this ward starts from Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No 58 and crossing the channel it runs in east and west direction along the 
channel and meets the junction of the channel with Second Veteran Lines. Then 
it proceeds along the western boundarv of Second Veteran Lines and meets 
Station Road at the North West end of Station Road. Then it proceeds in a 
easterly direction along the western boundary of Station Road, and meets at Its 
junction with GST Road on the north side of GST Road. 

East.—-From the junction of Station Road with the GST Road the boundary 
runs In a southern direction to Cantonment Civil Area boundary pillar No. ll-g. 
It further runs along the western boundary of Cattle Shandy Road and Bazaar 
Road meets the junction of Gandhi Road with Bazaar Road. 

South,_From the junction of Gandhi Road and Bazar Road it runs in a 

northwesterly direction and meets Cantonment, Boundary Pillar No. 51. 

West._From Pillar No. 51 the boundary runs in a- northeast direction along
